The warrant was sent here by 
the Indianapolis police department 
and serv ed by Chief McAllister. Mrs. 
YV est was taken to Indianapolis Sat­ 
u rday night by Detectiv e DeRossette. 
According to Warner Schmidt, a 
brother of Mrs. West, the trou ble was 
adju sted this morning and there was 
no trial. 
Mr. Schmidt say s the case 
was the ou tgrowth of a check issu ed 
by Mrs. West to Gray , Hibben and 
G ray in pay ment for two diamond 
rings. 
The transaction took place 
last su mmer and the warrant for her 
arrest was dated October 9 , 19 12. 
Mr. Schmidt say s she pu rchased two 
rings for $18 0 and gav e a check for 
#350. 
The check went back to thé 
jewelry firm becau se of insu fficient 
fu nds. 
When pu shed for the* money 
Mrs. West took back one of the rings 
and owed the firm $256. According to 
Mr. Schmidt this has all been paid off 
with the ex ception of $50 and this 
was the amou nt that cau sed her a r­ 
rest. 
He was notified this morning that 
the matter had been ad ju sted and the 
firm dropped the case. 
The 
costs 
amou nted to $12.50 and it was set­ 
tled u pon pay ment of this and the 
#50. 
The warrant 
receiv ed 
here 
■charged grand larceny and gav e the 
amou nt as $256. 
The date was Oc­ 
tober 9 , 19 12. The warrant was filed 
at this time bu t it i- said the firm did 
not pu sh it as they were assu red that 
a settlement wou ld be made. 
Mrs. West has been part owner of 
the Portola theater and has acted as 
manager of the place since its open­ 
ing ov er two y ears ago. Mr. Schmidt 
will now take ov er the management 
of the theater. He has been the op­ 
erator here since last Au gu st and 
from noAv on will hav e complete con­ 
trol of the place.

Roger Smith, a farm laborer, was fa ­ 
tally hu rt and a son of the v ictim, 
was only slightly 
inju red 
Su nday 
ev ening abou t du sk when the au to­ 
mobile Mr. Nigh was driv ing skidded 
in some fresh grav el, left the road 
and u pset. 
This afternoon there was said to 
be some dou bt abou t the recov ery of 
the farm laborer, bu t Mrs. Nigh did 
not su stain fatal inju ries as was at 
first thou ght. 
She su ffered a broken 
arm, was badly bru ised and got a 
sev ere nerv ou s shock. Her condition 
this afternoon was better than the 
attending phy sician had thou ght if 
wou ld be. 
It is impossible to determine bow 
Smith’s inju ries may terminate. One 
of his ey es is fearfu lly gou ged. It 
probable that it will hav e to be re­ 
mov ed. He will lose the sight of this 
ey e. ITe is badly hu rt abou t the head 
and may be inju red internally . 
Mr. Nigh was cou nted a skilled au ­ 
tomobile 
driv er. 
He pu rchased a 
machine a y ear ago last spring and 
had become well v ersed in the meth­ 
ods of handling it. 
lie was driv ing it at a fast gate 
v esterday ev ening when they su dden­ 
ly ran into a patch of fresh grav el. 
The back wheels skidded and the 
front wheels slipped ou t of the tracks 
in the grav el and threatened to carry 
the au to into the ditch. 
Mr. Nigh 
worked v aliantly to get the machine 
back in the road, 
bu t it only got 
worse. 
It wobbled from one side of 
the road to the 
other, and finally 
went into a fiold at the side of the 
road. 
The au tomobile tu rned ov er three 
times before it came to a stop. 
The 
fou rteen-v ear-old boy had a rather I 
remarkable escape becau se he was I 
thrown clear of the wreckage 
and 
lau ded u ninju red on the grou nd sev ­ 
eral feet away . One of his hips was 
slightly bru ised. 
The Nigh hoy ran for aid and Mr. 
and Mrs. Nigh were remov ed to their 
home. Mr. Nigh was pinioned u nder 


the car, which was remov ed from off 


his body wth some difficu lty . 
His 


head was cru shed and apparently bis 
neck was broken. 


Roger Smith, the farm laborer, was 


taken to the home of Frank White, 


where he is employ ed. 


The fu neral serv ices of Mr. Nigh 
will be held at the residence Wednes­ 
day morning at ten o’clock, with the

Before the street is oiled 
the .property owners mu st hav e a per­ 
mit?) from the city cou ncil and the 
wore mu st be done according to the 
sj>e|ifications which will be ordered 
by i le cou ncil and which will be plac­ 
ed on file. 
S*o many residents hav e a false im­ 
pression abou t the workings of the 
new statu te. The law sets forth that 
property owners shou ld petition the 
city cou ncil and 
that the 
cou ncil 
shou ld set a time for hearing remon- 
stu iov s. 
If the remonstrators were 
not nu merou s enou gh to stop the im­ 
prov ement, then the cou ncil wou ld 
hav e to adv ertise for bids. 
There are some persons who hav e 
a right u nderstanding of the meas­ 
u re and are prepared to get a permit 
for oiling when the cou ncil meets to­ 
morrow night. 
Althou gh the signa­ 
tu res of all the abu tting 
property

In response to a req u est from the 
state su perintendent of 
pu blic in­ 
stru ction, Attorney General Honan 
handed down an opinion 
011 the com­ 
pu lsory edu cation law to the effect 
that a pu pil between the age of 14 to 
16, who is employ ed at home, is en­ 
gaged in “u sefu l or gainfu l serv ice.’* 
Any boy or girl between the ages 
mentioned, u nder the new lawr, mu st 
be in school u nless employ ed in some 
gainfu l or u sefu l serv ice. 
The attorney general also inter­ 
prets the law to mean that the bu r­ 
den of obtaining a certificate of per­ 
mission to work is u pon the parents, 
and not u pon the employ er. In other 
words, if a child between the ages of 
14 or 16 is employ ed, he mu st hav e 
a certificate from 
some 
ex ecu tiv e ■ 
officer of the school say ing he is per­ 
mitted to be so employ ed. 
I 11 response to the q u estion wheth­ 
er a school for the teaching of book­ 
keeping and su bjects commonly de­ 
scribed as bu siness cou rses is a priv ­ 
ate school u nder the meaning of the 
act the attorney general answers in 
the negativ e. 
Su ch a school is not 
held a priv ate 
school 
u nless 
the 
branches req u ired 
to be tau ght in 
the pu blic schools also are tau ght in 
these so-called priv ate schools. 
The q u estion of pay ment of a t­ 
tendance and probation officers in 
cou nties of less than 25,000 inhabi­ 
tants also is answered. 
The law re­ 
q u ires that the 
attendance officer 
jdiall he paid $2 a day and the pro­ 
bation officer $3 a day , and that in 
su ch cou nties as named the attend­ 
ance officer also shall serv e as pro­ 
bation officer. 
The opinion is that 
the attendance officer only does pro­ 
bation work by v irtu e of the fact 
that he is the attendance officer, and 


therefore is entitled only to the pay 


of an attendance officer.

OT long after the accession of 
Pop e Piu s X. one of his inti­ 
mate friends declared. “He is 
the most hu man of all the 
po pes.” 
That remark, ju stified by cou ntless 
incidents brou ght to light since that 
time, affords a key to the character of 
the p ontiff whose reign in many re­ 
sp ects has been one of the most re­ 
markable in the history of the chu rch. 
In the first few day s of the reign of 
Pop e Piu s it became ap p arent that he 
wou ld not conform to the rigid eti­ 
q u ette of the Vatican. 
He had been 
elected to the highest ecclesiastical of­ 
fice contrary to his ex p ectations and 
wishes, and he disliked the formality 
which ages of p recedent had imp osed j 
u p on his station. 
It is related that a delegation of 
monks of some order sou ght an au di- I 
ence with the pope. According to Vati- j 
can etiq u ette as observ ed by other p on­ 
tiffs only cardinals were su p p osed to 
sit in the p resence of the pope. 
And 
if his holiness inv ited one of lower 
rank to be seated the inv itation was 
looked u p on as a p romise of a cardinal- 
ate. 
Pu t Visitors at Ease. 
As soon as the monks entered Poj>e 
Piu s asked them to be seated. 
Know­ 
ing the ru le of etiq u ette in su ch cases, 
they hesitated, hardly knowing what 
to do. 
"You do not. I su p p ose, ex p ect me to 
draw y ou r chairs forward for y ou , do 
y ou ?” inq u ired the p op e good natu red- 
ly . 
The abashed monks then took 
their seats and p roceeded to make 
known their wishes. 
Before the p op e’s lov e of simp licity 
was thorou ghly u nderstood members 
of the pa pill cou rt were somewhat j 
shocked to observ e that when his holi- j 
ness wished to know the time he drew 
j 
forth a small nickel watch attached to 
j 
a little black cord. 
H aste was made 
to p resent the p ontiff with a magnifi­ 
cent gold watch, su p p osed by the don | 
ors to be in keep ing with the station 
of the pope. 
To the amazement of the giv ers Pope ! 
Piu s gently wav ed the gift aside. 
“As long as I liv e,” he said. “I shall 
wear my little nickel watch. 
It was a j 
gift from my mother.” 
The dislike of his holiness for dem­ 
onstrations at solemn fu nctions was j 
demonstrated in the winter of 1904 ; 
The pope had finished the celebration 
of a solemn p ontificate at St. Peters’. 
As he was being raised on the p ortable 
throne, to be taken back to the Vati­ 
can p alace, a crowd of enthu siasts 
started a demonstration in his honor, 
i 
Forgetting his dignity for the moment. I 
the pope, wearing his trip le crown. | 
p romp tly stop p ed the demonstration j 
by gesticu lating v igorou sly and cry ing: 
j 
“Stop that! 
It is absolu tely forbid- 
j 
den to ap p lau d!” 


Wou ldn’t Use an Au tomobile. 
The Eu rop ean rep resentativ e of a ; 
great American au tomobile concern 
once conceiv ed the idea of associating 
j 
the name of Pop e Piu s X. with cer- | 
tain things in the natu re of adv ertising 
for the hou se. 
By some intelligent ! 
maneu v ering the rep resentativ e su c­ 
ceeded in getting into conv ersation 
with one of the su p erior p relates of 
the p ap al hou sehold. 
This done, he discreetly annou nced 
that one of the comp any ’s finest high 
p owered cars was at the p op e’s dis 
p osal for his trip s throu gh the Vati­ 
can gardens and that the firm wou ld 
ask nothing bu t the p op e's blessing in 
retu rn. 
The rep resentativ e’s hop es of obtain­ 
ing some striking p u blicity were su d­ 
denly blasted, howev er, when Pop e 
Piu s cu t short the negotiations by an­ 
nou ncing that he did not consider a 
motorcar a v ehicle becoming an eccle­ 
siastic. 
The great comp assion and hu manity 
of Pop e H u s were illu strated by an 
incident that hap p ened while he was 
p atriarch of Venice. Only a few day s 
after he had been elev ated to that 
p osition, with the rank of cardinal, he 
met in the streets of Venice a y ou ng 
■woman carry ing a baby . 
Helped Fallen Woman. 
The y ou ng mother looked so weary 
and desp ondent that the p atriarch stop ­ 
ped her and made inq u iries. 
She told 
him, it is said, of hav ing failed to find 
work and of hav ing led a sinfu l life, 
no other way of su p p orting herself and 
her child being ap p arent to her. 
Instantly the p atriarch op ened his 
p u rse and thru st sev eral coins into the 
sobbing woman’s hands. 
“All mothers are good,” he said, “and 
no q u een is greater than- a 
good 
mother.” 
The wo man, it is related, knew by 
his garb that he was a priest, but was 
no t aware that he was a prince o f the 
church. 
Joked Abou t Name. 


Giuseppi Sarto , the family name o f 
Po pe Pius X. o nce pro mpted the po n­ 
tiff to make a jo ke. 
A v isito r named 
Schneider had been sho wn into the 


p op e’s chambers. After chatting awhile 
the pope smiled and remarked: 
“You and I are brothers. You r name, 
‘Schneider’ means ‘tailor.’ 
My u ame. 
‘Sarto.’ means ‘tailor.’ 
Therefore we 
are brothers in name.” 
His hu mor was shown on another 
occasion when he was talking to a 
famou s dentist monk of Rome. 
“I shou ld like to hav e y ou pu ll a 
tooth for me, bu t it is imp ossible.” said 
the i>ope. 
“Why is it imp ossible, holy father?” 
inq u ired the monk. 
“Becau se.” said the pope, “I hav e 
none left to p u ll.” 
Giu sep p i Sarto was born Ju ne *2. 
18 35 , in the v illage of Riese. in the 
diocese of Trev iso, north of Venice. 
His p arents were p easants, and his 
early life was necessarily bu rdened to 
some ex tent by p ov erty . 
Often Knew Hu nger. 
Often he knew what it was to be 
hu ngry , bu t Beppo, as the child was 
familiarly called, wou ld share with 
other lads, more hu ngry still, his food. 
Later, as he bad ex p ressed a desire to 
be a p riest, be became a stu dent of the 
Bishop 's seminary at Padu a. Here his 
warm, genial and sy mp athetic natu re 
made him like the v ery su n in the col­ 
lege. 
He alway s fou nd time to help the 
p oor and v isit the sick. 
He was or­ 
dained two y ears before the canonical 
age. 
In his p riesthood the only thing 
he neglected was his own ill fed and 
ill clothed body . 
Ilis sister, who was 
his hou sekeep er and only serv ant, had 
to hide away his things u nder lock 
and key . and when the dinner was be­ 
ing p rep ared she dared not leav e the 
kitchen lest the scanty meal shou ld be 
sp irited away to meet some case of 
p ov erty . 
In sp ite of the hardship s of his boy ­ 
hood he lov ed the simp licity of ru stic 
life, and that lov e was not disp laced 
by all the grandeu r of the Vatican. 
Rep orts freq u ently hav e come from 
the p ap al cou rt to the effect that Pope 
Piu s, su rrou nded by all the great art 
treasu res of the Vatican, wielding in­ 
flu ence ov er millions of p eop le and re 
ceiv ing the homage of great people, 
inclu ding temp oral ru lers, still longed 
for the simp le life of the v illage or of 
V enice. 
Was a Piou s Boy . 
Giu sep p i Santo’s mother saw while 
he was a v ery y ou ng boy that his in 
clinations were toward the p riesthood. 
She let him p lan his own career, how 
ev er, bu t when he told her that he 
wou ld go to the seminary and stu dy 
for the p riesthood, if he cou ld be sp ar­ 
ed from the family , she took him u p 
in her arm s and declared that her se­ 
cret p Fay ere had been answered. 
After stu dy ing awhile at the v illage 
school in Riese and u nder the direction 
of the local p riest Giu sep p i Sarto went 
to Trev iso and entered the seminary . 
Nine y ears later, In 18 5 8 , he was or­ 
dained. 
For the nex t nine y ears he was an 
assistant p riest at the chu rch of San 
Rafael, in the little town of Colombo 
Here he entered into the liv e3 of the 
people, sharing their joy s and sorrows 
and working earnestly for the conso­ 
lation and adv ancement of the poor. 
In his sp are time he stu died hard and 
sometimes wrote p oetry . 
Worked Among the Poor. 
In May . 18 67, he was ap p ointed to 
the p astorate of St. Peter’s chu rch at 
Salcano. 
There he established a con­ 
ference of *he St. Vincent de Pau l so­ 
ciety , an organization for relief work 
among the poor, and the resu lt of this 
work soon was felt throu gh all Italy . 
The adm inistrativ e abilities of the 
p astor of St. Peter’s chu rch was rec­ 
ognized by the chu rch au thorities, and 
when he was forty y ears old he was 
made ex aminer of the clergy , chancel­ 
lor of the diocese and sp iritu al director 
of the Salcano seminary . A y ear later 
he was made v icar general. 
In 18 8 4 he was giv en the ep iscop acy 
of the diocese of Mantu a. 
There he 
continu ed to work indefatigably , es­ 
p ecially among the poor. 
He walked 
throu gh the streets and conv ersed with 
the p eople as freely as he had when 
he was only 
Father Sarto, p arish 
p riest 
It has, indeed, been said of 
him. “He has alway s been a p arish 
p riest.” 
The necessity of finding a strong man 
to fill the imp ortant p atriarchate of 
Venice came u p for the consideration 
of Pop e Leo XIII. in 18 93. The Italian 
gov ernment notified the pop e that it 
reserv ed the right to make the ap p oint­ 
ment, bu t the p ontiff was firm and was 
p ermitted to make the selection. 
He 
chose Bishop Sarto of Mantu a. 
His Independence Manifested. 
In a short time relations between the 
new cardinal and the Vatican became 
strained becau se the p atriarch called 
on the king of Italy , who was v isiting 
Venice. 
Cardinal Sarto, howev er, had 
his own ideas as to how to deal with 
any situ ation bearing on the so called 
disagreement tx *tween the Vatican and 
the Qu irinn! 
His indep endence In this 
instance demonstrated his strength of 
character, so emp hatically brou ght ou t 
later. 
Cardinal Sarto became v erv nonnlar 


with the peo ple o r Venice. 
No o ther 
patriarch as far as co uld be remember­ 
ed ev er mingled with the peo ple as he 
did. 
It was with the deepest so rro w 
that the po pulace receiv ed the news o f 
their belo v ed, patriarch’s electio n as 
po pe, no twithstanding their appro y al 
o f the cho ice. 
Cardinal Sarto himself 
declared he wo uld hav e preferred his 
patriarchate had the cho ice been left to 
him. 
When Cardinal Sarto departed fo r 
the papal co nclav e in 19 03 no thing was 
further fro m his mind than the tho ught 
that he wo uld be elected successo r to 
Po pe Leo XIII. 
He bo ught a return 
ticket to Venice and seemed to be in­ 
tent o n hastening ho me as so o n as he 
had do ne his part o f the wo rk at Ro me. 
He was elected Aug. 4, after sev eral 
day s o f ballo ting, during which he 
steadily gained in fav o r as a co mpro ­ 
mise candidate, agreed o n by two ap­ 
parent factio ns which then seemed to 
be at v ariance o n certain po ints. But it 
is said Cardinal Sarto , o f all the dele­ 
gates. did no t fo resee the final result 
o f the v o ting until his electio n was as­ 
sured by the two -thirds v o te. 
The annou ncement of his election 
was followed by a most dram atic 
scene. 
The new p op e walked weakly 
toward the altar. 
His face was pale, 
and he tottered as if abou t to fall. 
Sev eral cardinals went to his su p p ort. 
“It is a cross that I receiv e from 
y ou ,” were the first words of the man 
who had u nex p ectedly had the highest 
honor in the chu rch thru st u p on him. 


Assu med Heav y Du ties. 
The news that the lowly Father Sar­ 
to, he of the fru gal habits and the sim ­ 
p le tastes, 
had 
been chosen 
pope 
brou ght forth a great demonstration. 
The bells of all the chu rches in Rome 
were ru ng, and all the ru lers of the 
world cabled their congratu lations. 
In a short time came ru mors that the 
new p op e wou ld abdicate becau se of 
his u nwillingness to be the “v olu n­ 
tary p risoner” of the Vatican and also 
becau se his health seemed to be de­ 
clining. 
Bu t, while it is tru e that he 
had p leaded to be ex cu sed from the 
honor, it is also a Tact that he did not 
shrink from his heav y du ties once he 
had assu med the office. 
One of the most imp ortant things ac­ 
comp lished du ring his reign is the 
codification of the canon law, the 
great body of ju risp ru dence by which 
the Catholic chu rch is gov erned. 
Ear­ 
lier p op es had tried to simp lify the 
great mass of disjointed and some­ 
times seemingly contradictory laws, 
bu t little p rogress had been made 
Ev en the energetic Pop e Leo XIII. de­ 
clared the task was so great he cou ld 
not u ndertake i t 
Pop e Piu s p u t ex p erts to work and 
p ersonally su p erv ised their labors, now 
and 
then 
issu ing 
p ronu nciamentos 
dealing with the p rincip al p oints cov ­ 
ered by the codifications. 
In sp ite of 
the difficu lty of the task, at the end of 
six y ears the greater p art of the work 
was done. 
Another momentou s situ ation which 
Pop e Piu s dealt with in a p owerfu l 
fashion was the rise of so called “mod­ 
ernism” in the chu rch in Eu rop e. 
His 
ency clical of Sep t. 8 , 19 07, in which he 
condemned modernism as “a sy nthesis 
of all errors,” has been p ronou nced the 
most sweep ing and farreaching that 
has come from the holy see in many 
decades. 
Another ency clical against 
modernism was issu ed by Pop e Piu s 
in 19 10. 
Recently Selected Tomb. 


Pop e Piu s recently selected his bu rial ! 
, p lace and gav e directions for the con- j 
stru ction of his tomb. 
He let it be : 
known that he wished to be bu ried in 
the cry p t of St. Peter’s and also that i 
he desired,the body of Pop e Leo XIII. 
to remain there, althou gh a tomb for 
its recep tion had been p rep ared at St. 
John Lateran’s. 
If this desire is ob­ 
serv ed there will be no chance of an j 
ou tbreak of mob v iolence, su ch as at­ 
tended the remov al of the body of Pop e 
Pius IX. in 18 76 . 
The to mb planned by Pius X. Is sim­ 
ply a recess in the wall o f the cry pt, 
and it is being made large eno ugh fo r 
the receptio n o f a co ffin. 
The recess 
after the latter has been put in place 
will be sealed by a simple slab o f white 
marble upo n which the name o f his 
ho liness and his ho ly o ffices will be 
carv ed. 
The cry pts o ccupy a space under the 
nav e o f the mo dern basilica and po r­ 
tio ns o f them fo rmed the cry pt o f the 
ancient church. Little change has been 
made thro ugh all the y ears. 
In these 
cry pts are the to mbs o f sev eral po pes 
and a number o f impo rtant perso nages. 
Few peo ple hav e been thro ugh the 
cry pts, which are carefuly guarded. 
Tho ugh so me o f the earlier po pes were 
buried In the cataco mbs, it was no t 
until the time o f Leo 1. that St. Peter s 
became reco gnized as a place o f burial 
fo r the po pes. 


Old Tombs Destroy ed. 


Originally they were buried in the 
fo reco urt o nly , but later o n the to mbs 
were made In the interio r. 
Unfo rtu­ 
nately , so me o f the o ldest to mbs hav e 
been destro y ed, but there still remain 
a number o f ancient mo numents. Mo st 
o f the early po pes had mo numents in 
the o ld basilica, but sev eral were re­ 
mo v ed to o ther churches in the city , 
and a few were interred in churches 
and chapels fo unded by their families, j 
The greater number o f po pes buried | 
in the cry pts are laid in the no rth aisle, 
where is the sarco phagus o f Bo niface 
VIII.. with his recumbent statue. 
On 
the head o f the statue is the tiara, with 
the do uble ring o f go ld, first used by 
him. 
The to mbs o f Po pes Pius II. and 
Pius III., who se mo numents were re­ 
mo v ed to S. Andrea della Valle, are 
also there, and nex t to them is the 
to mb o f the o nly English po pe, Adrian 
IV., who se to mb is in red granite, with 
sculptured bo lls’ heads. 


KANSAS CITIZENS 
FACE “BUG CALL” 


Forgotten Law May Soon B ft 


Invoked. 


CROPS 
ARE 
THREATENED. 


E ve ry Citizen Between the Ages o f 
Tw elve and Sixty-five Y e ars M a y Bo 
Called O ut to Figh t Pests— C ity Resi­ 
dents A lso Subj ect to Law, but M a y 
Be Excused. 


An old, forgotten law, enacted 
by m 
Kansas legislatu re at a time of great 
need and nev er u sed, is to be called 
into action after ly ing dormant in the 
statu te books more than a third of 
a 
centu ry . 
It is the old “warning ou t” 
law. made to fight the grasshop p ers 
after the disastrou s raids of the lo ­ 
cu sts in the early sev enties. 
There nev er has been a time when 
it was needed heretofore, bu t Gov er­ 
nor George H. Hodges has been p eti­ 
tioned to inv oke its u se in central Kan­ 
sas to fight the chinch bu gs, which 
threaten to do great damage to growing 
crop s this y ear. 
Under this law ev ery man, woman 
and child between the ages of twelv e 
and six ty -fiv e y ears of age may be 
called ou t to fight the bu gs. 
The en­ 
tire state may be inclu ded, althou gh 
it is p robable only a small p art of the 
great wheat growing section of 
the 
state may be made into the “warned 
ou t” district. 
Refu sal to answ er the 
su mmons will send the cu lp rit to jail 
and assess a fine of $3 a day and the 
cou rt costs. 


B u g s Destroy $10, 000, 000. 
The farm ex p erts at the Kansas Ag­ 
ricu ltu ral college hav e been making an 
inv estigation of the chinch bu gs and 
hav e fou nd the crop s of 1912 were dam­ 
aged to the ex tent of $10,000,000. The 
college has asked the gov ernor to in­ 
v oke the warning ou t law for the p u r­ 
pose of av oiding eq u al or greater dam­ 
age to the 1913-14 crop s. 
J. 
YV. 
McCu llou gh, 
assistant 
In 
charge of chinch bu g ex termination at 
the college, wrote to former Gov ernor 
Stu bbs as follows: 
“I wou ld like to su ggest that y ou 
issu e a p roclamation calling on the 
peop le of Kansas for a certain date to 
join in a general camp aign against the 
bu gs. Many farm ers are already bu rn­ 
ing their grass, .bu t the work is not 
general and lacks co-op eration. 
“Fall and winter bu rning has been 
^thorou ghly tested by the agricu ltu ral 
college, and It has fou nd that on an 
av erage 98 p er cent of the bu gs are 
destroy ed, and the crop s are u ninju red 
the following y ear. The only req u isite 
to make bu rning a su ccess is to make 
it thorou gh.” 
Gov ernor Stu bbs did not act on the 
matter, bu t left it for his su ccessor,. 
Gov ernor Hodges. 


G rasshopper Peril Caused Law. 
The warning ou t law was enacted by 
the legislatu re of 18 77 and is known 
as chap ters 119 and 120 of the session 
laws of 18 77. 
The law p rov ides that 
when the township or cou nty officials 
or the gov ernor believ e there is immi­ 
nent danger of a v isit of grasshop p ers 
or other nox iou s insects all the inhab- 
itants, both of the cities and the cou n­ 
try districts, may be warned ou t by 
the gov ernor’s p roclamation or by oi> 
ders of the township or cou nty boards. 
The order may affect the whole 
state, one or a dozen cou nties or only a 
single township . 
When the warning ou t notice is po st­ 
ed it mu st show the tools and imple­ 
ments of w arfare to be u sed in the 
camp aign. 
Each p erson from twelv e 
to six ty -fiv e y ears of age m u st 
pro ­ 
v ide himself with the necessary to o ls 
and meet at a designated p lace to be­ 
gin the battle. 


M a y Exem pt C ity Resident«. 
The camp aign is to be carried on ac­ 
cording to a general p lan for 
the en­ 
tire township or cou nty and u nder the 
direction of the local officers. 
It is not likely that residents 
o f 
Kansas cities will be called 
o ut to 
fight the chinch bu gs. The w arfare is 
to be carried on by bu rning, and 
there 
are su fficient farm ers to do the wo rk. 
Under the law the residents 
o f the 
cities may be called ou t and comp elled 
to fight the insects the same as 
the 
farmers.

Will Ex periment on Humans. 
Dr. Newell soon will ex p eriment on 
cases o f cancer in hu man b eings. 
Ev ­ 
ery p atient to b e ino cu lated with his 
seru m mu st first hav e b een declared 
b y a co mmittee o f fiv e su rgeo ns to b e 
a v ictim o f cancer. 
Dr. Newell describ es how-, fro m cases 
o f o p erab le tu mo r where a diagno sis 
o f cancer (carcino ma) had b een p osi­ 
tiv ely estab lished b y clinical and b y 
micro sco p ical fmdings, the freshly ex ­ 
tirp ated malignant gro wth was freed 
fro m fat and ex traneo u s tissu e, cu t 
into small p ieces, b o iled fo r sev eral 
ho u rs in w ater and then filtered and 
ho w the filtrate was acidified and 
b oiled and filtered again to remo v e the 
p ro teins. 
“This filtrate,” said he, “was ex actly 
neu tralized and the so lu tio n was ev ap ­ 
o rated on the water b ath to a siru p y 
co nsistency . 
This siru p was carefu lly 
ex tracted with p u re alco ho l, and the 
ex tract after the remo v al o f the alco ­ 
hol b y distillatio n was rep eatedly treat­ 
ed with ether. 
The residu e, inso lu b le 
iu the ether, was then disso lv ed iu 
water, and the so lu tio n was rendered 
stro ngly acid and agaiu tho ro u ghly ex ­ 
tracted with ether. 
“This time the etherial ex tracts were 
co llected, the so lv ent remo v ed b y dis­ 
tillatio n. and the final residu es again 
were disso lv ed in water. The aq u eo u s 
so lu tio n was rendered alkaline, b oiled 
fo r half an ho u r and again filtered. 
On the sp o ntaneo u s ev ap o ratio n o f the 
filtrate long, w hite, needle shap ed cry s­ 
tals sep arated, and these were p u rified 
b y rep eated recry stalizatio n in water. 
“These cry stals in their purified form 
are the basis of the subsequent in­ 
v estigations,” he said. 


Ex periments on Rabbits. 
“ While up to the present the ex act 
chemical nature of the activ e tumor 
ex tract is not known, its capacity to 
produce anti-bodies could be studied 
ex perimentally to adv antage. 
To this 
end a series of immunization ex peri­ 
ments were undertaken with healthy 
adult rabbits. 
“ These were used with one-tenth of 
a cubit centimeter of the tumor solu­ 
tion. 
Ten day s later an immunizing 
dose of ten milligrams of the activ e 
substance formed in the body of the 
guinea pigs was giv en. Ten day s later 
a second solution was used. Tliis dose 
had been sufficient to kill nonimmuniz­ 
ed rabbits in twelv e hours. 
Three 
more immunizing doses were giv en at 
ten day interv als. 
In a period of fifty 
day s the animals receiv ed six ty -four 
milligrams of the tox ic substance, di­ 
v ided into six doses. 


Hope Cure May Be Found. 
The serum from these rabbits when 
mix ed with the original tumor solution 
in the proportion of ninety -nine parts 
of solution to one part serum complete­ 
ly immunized all other rabbits and 
guinea pigs from the action of the origi­ 
nal solution, though double the death 
dealing dose was administered in ev ­ 
ery ex periment 
“ The serum from the animals immu­ 
nized contains a substance or mix ture 
of substances which possesses the pow­ 
er of antagonizing the tox ic action of 
the tumor substance. 
This has been 
demonstrated by use of the serum ei­ 
ther prev ious to or simultaneous wiith 
that of the tumor poison. 
In both 
ev ent, no effect is observ ed from quan­ 
tities of the. poison which if used alone 
would produce a rapidly fatal intox ica­ 
tion. 
With the simultaneous use of poi­ 
son and anti-body it has been shown 
that one part of the latter will effec 
tually antagonize ninety -nine parts of 
the former.”

Governor as Head of New Bureau 


Created by the Late Legislature, Is 


Getting His Office in Shape to Tackle 
a Problem Which Affects in a Most 


Important Manner Indiana People. 


Indianap olis, May 5.—In the office 
of the state fire m arshal the work of 
reducing 
Indiana's 
trem endous 
fire 
losses 
has 
be£ n 
definitely 
begun. 
W illiam E. Longley of Noblesville, ap ­ 
p ointed by G overnor Ralston, has as­ 
sumed the duties of this new office— 
established by the last general assem ­ 
bly . 
W hile much tim e has been sp ent in 
devising the p rop er form s for the tab­ 
ulation of records and in otherw ise 
organizing the work, the actual wrcrk 
of p reventing fires already has begun. 
C ertain insp ections, resulting from re­ 
p orts of hazardous conditions in vari­ 
ous cities in the state, have bee*n m ade 
and are being made. 
And likewise 
cases of sup p osed incendiarism have 
already been 
investigated. 
In 
the 
main, however, Ahe efforts of F ire M ar­ 
shal Longley and his dep uties have 
been directed tow ard organization of 
the dep artm ent for the wrnrk th at is to 
be done. John W. Minor, jr., has been 
nam ed as first dep uty , and Roger W. 
W allace £ s second dep uty . 
Mr. Minor 
will devote his attention largely to in­ 
sp ections and investigations in the 
state. Mr. W allace is an attorney and, 
in addition to other duties, will p ar­ 
ticip ate in the legal duties which may 
develop in the course of enforcing the 
law. 
Ralp h E. Richm an is secretary 
in the fire m arshal's office. 
One task of no m ean p rop ortions is 
th a t of acquainting tow nship trustees, 
clerks of towm boards and fire chiefs 
throughout Indiana wuth the fact that 
the new- law m akes them assistants to 
the state fire m arshal. 
It is the duty 
of these assistants to rep ort p rom p tly 
to the state fire m arshal the origin and 
circum stances of every fire in their 
territory , and so far as p ossible, to de­ 
term ine w hether the fire was the re­ 
sult of carelessness or design. Form s, 
instructions and a cop y of the law are 
being forw-arded by the fire m arshal 
to each of these hundreds of men who 
are to serve as his assistants. 
Mr. 
Longley also p rop oses to seek the co­ 
op eration of the new sp ap ers in obtain­ 
ing the co-op eration of the p ublic in 
p reventing fires and thus reducing an 
enorm ous fire loss which Is annually 
sustained in this state. 
T here is at p resent no inform ation 
up on which to estim ate accurately the 
num ber of fires occurring annually in 
Indiana, nor y et of knowing the full 
ex tent of the y early fire loss. 
An un­ 
official record for seven day s in Ap ril, 
however, showed seventy -five fires in 
the state, wdth an estim ated loss of 
$102,700. 
At this rate there would be 
3,9 00 fires and a loss of $5,340,400 in 
one y ear in Indiana. 
The sy stem of 
insp ections throughout the state will 
discover and elim inate “fire trap s" and 
all conditions conducive to fires. 
It 
will bring about, also, better condi­ 
tions in the storage, sale and use of 
com bustibles and ex p losives. 
It will 
result, when deemed necessary , in the 
installation of autom atic or other fire 
alarm sy stem s and fire ex tinguishing 
equip m ents. 
And. through the inves­ 
tigation of each fire and the determ i­ 
nation of its origin, arson will be de­ 
tected and discouraged through p rose­ 
cutions. w henever indictm ents can be 
returned.

The proposed memorial has been d e­ 
signed as a ped estal su rmou nted by a 
figu re of the illu striou s Molly , whose 
married name was McKolly or Mc­ 
Cau ley . Particu lar care has been taken 
by the scu lptor to make the likeness as 
perfect as possible. 
Fiv e women d escend ants of Molly , 
now liv ing in Carlisle, were u sed as 
mod els for the statu e. Ex cellent d e­ 
scriptions by people who knew the 
woman were av ailable and were u sed 
in mold ing the figu re. 
On 
the proposed 
monu ment, for 
which the state of Pennsy lv ania will 
be asked to spend $15 ,000, are two 
bronze tablets, one of which will show 
Molly with her trad itional pitcher lend ­ 
ing su ccor in the mid st of battle and 
the other will show her at the cannon’s 
mou th. Iu front of the monu ment an 
ex act reprod u ction of the cannon she 
serv ed will be constru cted .

The grand 
d u ke d eftly jabbed him u nd er the chin 
with the pommel of his sword and the 
wou ld -be assassin fell back in the road . 
The crowd which had assembled ru sh­ 
ed angrily toward the man as If they 
wou ld ly nch him, bu t the police sav ed 
him and took him to prison. 
It is not certain whether the man is 
a criminal or a maniac. 
He mad e a 
confu sed statement to the police. 
He 
said he wras a paper hanger and that 
he wanted to present a petition to the 
d u ke, bu t telegrams from Mannheim 
said it wfas obv iou sly a prearranged 
anarchist attempt and was probably 
connected with the gang which it was 
recently reported had planned an at­ 
tack on the kaiser. 


Great Cavern Found Near Ogden by a 
Ranchm ln. 
A new Mammoth cav e, w*hich prom­ 
ises to be interesting from a historical 
as well as a geological stand point, has 
been fou nd in the mou ntains near Prom­ 
ontory point, eighteen miles from Og­ 
d en, Utah. It was d iscov ered by Thom­ 
as Whitaker, a ranchman, and his ac­ 
cou nt of what he saw there created 
so mu ch interest that a party of pro­ 
fessors at the Univ ersity of Utah im­ 
med iately began making plans for an 
ex ploration trip throu gh the cav e. 
It is believ ed that Whitaker is the 
first white man who ev er entered the 
cav e, as the su rrou nd ing cou ntry is so 
barren that no one has liv ed there 
within the memory of civ ilized men. 
The walls of the cav e are cov ered 
with what appear to be prehistoric 
hierogly phics, or pictu re writing. 
In 
the d istrict near the cav e there is cu r­ 
rent an Ind ian legend to the effect that 
a great battle was fou ght between two 
tribes in that v icinity many y ears ago 
and that the v anqu ished tribe perished 
in an immense cav e. 
The front chamber of the series in 
the cav e is abou t 73 by 15 0 y ard s in 
area, and its height is estimated at 
forty -one feet. 
On the walls of the 
chamber are cru d ely d rawn pictu res of 
Ind ians.
